T hat sh e had received a com ­ 
m u nication alleged to be from Cap­ 
tain Paul F oley, Judge advocate of 
the navy court 
in v e s tig a tin g 
the 
Shenandoah w reck, w h ich su ggested 
w hat she should say to th e court.

would 
have th e effect 
of 
retractin g 
her 
earlier criticism of the navy d ep art­ 
m ent and m ak in g a false statem en t. 
S. 
T hat th is com m u nication w as 
delivered to her by Mrs. George W. 
Steele, w ife of the com m ander of the 
I^akehurst naval air sta tio n w h o told 
her Foley had w ritten it. 
4. 
That it bore no sig n a tu re nor 
mark of identification and that she 
tore it up soon after she received it. 
5. 
That Foley cam e to see her be­ 
fore sh e testified at the navy inquiry 
and attem pted to get her to rehearse 
her testim ony. 
ti. 
That she declined to enter in ­ 
to any agreem en t regardin g her te s­ 
tim on y and inform ed F oley she would 
testify as to m atters the navy court 
had been avoiding. 
Dressed in m ou rning sh e told her 
story in stra igh t forw ard 
m anner, 
unaw ed by th e board 
o f 
generals 
w h o had made high officers of th e 
arm y and navy quaver in their boots.

“ T h is paragraph also said th a t I 
should say my husband, a lth ou g h he 
looked on th e Shenandoah as a m an- 
o ’-w ar th at should not m ake p o liti­ 
cal flights, w as ready to go out at 
an v time.*' 
“ T he w ife o f a prom inent naval 
officer,” sh e said, handed her

“ fa lse ” statem en t th at F oley 
pre­

Many of us do not measure up to standards of perfection and 
we would resent any human power ordering us to shuttle oft oui 
mortal coil bem use we were not built on regular blueprint lines. 
Some jieople even resent capital punishment. 
A ‘‘m ercy’ m ure r 
has no place in the makeup of mankind. 
The prominence accorded the Blazer case has al cady found 
im itators of the course alleged to have been taken by Dr. Blazer 
In Sandusky, Ohio, a mothei confessed slaying her daughter be­ 
cause she wished to protect her from a life of poverty. 
In Washington a fellow employe killed a patient began sc tie’ 
latter wanted to die. 
Despondent, (in* patient lac!*# I the courage 
to kill himself and so asked the employe “to shoot him as a favor.** 
Judge William Ii. Al Well. (B and Exalt? A Hitler of the Blk 
is touring the west and visited Minneapolis lodge. 
W herever he 
has gone, he has been asked his opinion of the so-ealle I Blazer 
case. 
As reported in the Minneapolis Daily Star, tin jurist said 
in p a r t : 
“ No human tieing ha- tire right to even think ab nit ( riding 
the life of another human being, outside the limits of the law. 
In this case the father was charged by duty with the care < f b 
daughter, and whether an individual Is imperfect or perfect there 
is no justification for taking his or her life. 
“ The Blazer case is unique in th* annals of our courts. 
Ii is 
fraught w’ith dangerous possibilities. 
Suppose now that Dr. 
Blazer is acquitted. 
Those who are unable to reason would ( i n ­ 
clude that one is justified in taking a life that has become a bur­ 
den. 
Dr. Blazer says that he did nut take th** life *>i his unfor­ 
tunate daughter knowingly. 
TI e jurors, if they I elieve bb 
tory, 
may acquit him. 
So, w hether or not Dr. Blazer was knowingly 
responsible for tho death of Ins daughter, a section ol ll" pub! c, 
in event of acquittal, might draw* the dangerous conclusion I have 
cited, 
“ lf the Dr. Blazer who killed his daughter was not th** . amu 
Dr. Blazer who lavished his affection upon her from the t 
n 
.ie 
was an infant until she attained the age of a woman, and in­ 
stead, was a man gripped by insanity when the deed was c »m 
milted, then the question of sandy should guide the jury in ar­ 
riving at its verdict. 
“ But if the deed was premeditated, by a Dr. Blazer who 
knowingly killed his daughter, then I say that m urder has been 
committed, and that the unbinding law* governing such « crime 
should apply. 
“ The fact that the Blazer case is on the lip* # 
the general 
public in all sections of the I nited States is iii itself indicative of 
the fact that there is more ‘sentim ent’ iii the United States than 
any other part of the world,” Judge Ai well continued. 
“This sentiment is everywhere—fine, strong, healthy senti­ 
ment, reflecting interest in the unfortunate man, In all hum anity,” 
said Judge Atwell. “Our sentim ent is a recognition of what really 
is worth while iii life— people. 
I here are no people on * art Ii like 
the Americans iii this respect. 
And while we make no distinction 
cl people, we don’t seem to ta rry our sentiment far enough 
make law enforcement so strong as to smother to death the ban­ 
dit, the bootlegger, the hijacker and the killer.”

In Washington a fellow employe killed a patient because the' 
latter wanted to die. 
Despondent, the patient lacked the1 courage 
to kill himself and so asked the employe “to shoot him as a favor.” 
Judge William H. Atwell, (Irand Exalted Ruler of the Elks, 
is touring the west and visited Minneapolis lodge. 
Wherever h< 
has gone, he has been asked his opinion of the so-called Blazer 
case. 
As reported in the Minneapolis Daily Star, the jurist said 
iii part: 
“No human being has the right to even think about ending 
the life of another human being, outside the limits of I he law. 
In this case the father was charged by duty with the care cf his 
daughter, and whether an individual is imperfect or perfect there 
is no justification for taking his or her life. 
“The Blazer case is unique in the annals of our courts. 
It is 
fraught with dangerous possibilities. 
Suppose now that 
Dr. 
Blazer is acquitted. 
Those who are unable to reason won kl con­ 
clude that one is justified in taking a life that has become a bur­ 
den. 
Dr. Blazer says that he did not take tin1 life of his unfor­ 
tunate daughter knowingly. 
The jurors, if they believe hie story, 
may acquit him. 
So, whether or not Dr. Blazer was knowingly 
responsible for the death of his daughter, a section of I In pub! e, 
in event of acquittal, might draw the dangerous conclusion I have 
cited. 
“ lf the Dr. Blazer who killed his daughter was not Die . un 
Dr. Blazer who lavished his affection upon her from the time si a* 
was an infant until she attained the age of a woman, and in­ 
stead, was a man gripped by insanity when the deed was com­ 
mitted, then the question of sanity should guide the jury iii ar­ 
riving at its verdict. 
“But if the deed was premeditated, by a Dr. Blazer who 
knowingly killed his daughter, then i say that murder has been 
committed, and that the unbending law governing such a crime 
should apply. 
“The fact that the Blazer case is on the lips of the general 
public in all sections of the United States is in itself indicative of 
the fact that there is more ‘sentiment’ in the United S t a t e s than 
any other part of the world.” Judge Ai well continued. 
“This sentiment is everywhere—fine, strong, healthy senti­ 
ment, reflecting interest in the unfortunate man, in ail humanity," 
said Judge Atwell. “Our sentiment is a recognition of what really 
is worth while iii life— people. 
There are no people on earth like 
the Americans iii this respect. 
And while we make no distinction 
of people, we don’t seem to carry our sentiment far enough 
make law enforcement so strong as to smother to death the ban­ 
dit, the bootlegger, the hijacker and the killer.”

Not so many years ago. Harvard was the reigning 
lord of football and the ranking god of the royal Big Three. 
What Harvard 
did on the field was almost invincible and what Harvard said about football 
was Infallible. 
With a great system for developing plays and players and an endless 
supply of fine busky and brainy material, it must have been felt at Cam­ 
bridge that tin* dynasty of Harvard football bad a future as secure as the 
royal house of England. 
There were times in (hose regal days of the Mahans, tin* Hardwicks, 
the Brlckleys. the Caseys and the Owens when a Harvard defeat would have 
bien almost a national sensation. 
Perhaps in t h o s e days no Harvard man 
thought that a Harvard defeat would ever become such a casual event that 
the news of tin* loss would be buried in a column of type like an event of 
in* more interest than tho weather report for Syria. 
Yet in just a few years Harvard football bas collapsed. 
Percy Houghton, 
founder of the system that was credited with the responsibility ior H arvard’s 
success, turned to other professional fields and died later just when he was 
beginning to make a success of bis system tit Columbia. 
Harvard material decreased in quality and quantity. 
Tho old grads 
groaned and wept and shouted tot 
t change. 
‘‘The blood of the loaches be 
upon their heads!” they ye l l ed . 
“Our kingdom for some football pla y e rs.’ 
There must be some reason why Harvard cannot attract the boys who 
go from prep school to Yale and Princeton, to Dartmouth and Pennsylvania 
and to any number of smaller schools. 
The educational advantages an* certainly as good at 
Harvard 
if not 
better -than at any other big university and the associations t hilt can be 
made among the student body al Cambridge surely are as valuable as they 
tire at Yale or Princeton. 
Perhaps the tuition and the overhead tit Harvard restrict the student body 
to boys of wealthy families anil tin* social exactions confine the iindcrgradu 
fires to the offsprings of aristocracy, but there tire plenty of athletes with 
money and family behind them at Yale and Princeton and other lug uni 
versities. 
There must be some reason. 
It is up to Harvard to find tin* reason, and 
it is beside the point to discuss any theories here because theories an* not 
always solutions and only Harvard is in pain over the situation. 
Harvard has been beaten three years i i i a row by Dartmouth, and accord­ 
ing to an article iii a recent issue of the Harvard Alumni Bulletin, Dartmouth 
will beat Harvard every time they meet iii the future unless some changes 
are made at Harvard. 
Only two avenues of escape from the Dartmouth oppression are open 
either quit playing Dartmouth or get a better team than Dartmouth.
